From the official ‘report above 
quoted it is noted . thay, Indian 
River county loaded some cifrus| 
frult—quite a lot of citrus fruit, | 
and that’s all right with us, for| 
the Lake Okeechobee ‘region does: | 
n't go in for citris fruits—yet.
